16. (Currently amended) The method according to claim 13, wherein the first active 
ingredient is the R,R enantiomer of formotero l a pharmaceutically acceptable salt or solvate 
thereof or a solvate of such a salt . 

17. (Currently amended) The method according to claim 4415, wherein the composition 
is in the form of unit doses, each of which delivers a unit dos e of formot e rol li e s in the rang e of 
from 1 /xg to 48 /xg of the first active ingredient to the patient , calculated as formoterol fiimarate 
dihydrate. 

(Currently amended) The method according to claim 4415, wherein the patient is 
instructed to inhale an amount per day of the composition daily doso of formot e roK including for 
maintenance therapy, li es in th e rang e of from that contains a total of 1 fig to 100 /xg of the first 
ingredient , calculated as formoterol fumarate dihydrate. 

19. (Previously presented) The method according to claim 13, wherein the second active 
ingredient is the 22R epimer of budesonide. 

20. (Currently amended) The method according to claim 13, wherein the composition is 
in the form of unit doses, each of which delivers a unit dos e of bud e sonid e li e s in th e rang e of 
from 20 ixg to 1600 (xg of budesonide to the patient . 

21 . (Currently amended) The method according to claim 13, wherein the patient is 
instructed to inhale an amount per day of the composition daily dos e of bud e sonid e, including 
for maintenance therapy, li e s in th e rang e of from that contains a total of 20 /xg to 4800 /xg of 
budesonide . 

22. (Currently amended) The method according to claim 13, wherein the particle size of 
the active ingredients (a) er and (b) is less than 10 /xm. 

23. (Previously presented) The method according to claim 13, wherein the composition 
additionally comprises one or more pharmaceutically acceptable additives, diluents or carriers. 

24. (Currently amended) The method according to claim 13, wherein the composition 
additionally comprises p harmac e utically acc e ptabl e additiv e , dilu e nt or carri e r is lactose 
monohydrate. 

25. (Currently amended) The method according to claim 14, wherein the molar ratio of 
(a) to (h)^ calculated as formoterol to budesonide^ is from 1 :1 to 1 :70.

(Previously presented) The method of claim 33 wherein the asthma triggering event 
is selected from the group consisting of exposure to cold air, exercise, and exposure to a smoky 
environment. 

35. (Currently amended) A method of prevention and treatment of asthma symptoms , 
which comprises 

instructing a patient to inhale an effective amount of a composition comprising, in 
admixture: 

(a) a first active ingredient which is formoterol, a pharmaceutically acceptable salt or 
solvate thereof or a solvate of such a salt; and 

(b) a second active ingredient which is budesonide; 

characterized in that the patient is instructed to inhale the composition on demand, as 
determined by the patient based on the patient's symptoms, as a complement to maintenance 
treatment of the patient's asthma. 

36. (Currently amended) A method of prevention and treatment of asthma symptoms , 
which comprises 

instructing a patient to inhale an effective amount of a composition comprising, in 
admixture: 

(a) a first active ingredient which is formoterol, a pharmaceutically acceptable salt or

(b) a second active ingredient which is budesonide;

needed to improve control and provide acute relief. 

43. (Previously presented) A method of reducing the incidence of acute asthma attacks, 
which comprises 

instructing a patient to inhale an effective amount of a composition comprising, in 
admixture: 

(a) a first active ingredient which is formoterol, a pharmaceutically acceptable 
salt or solvate thereof or a solvate of such a salt; and 

(b) a second active ingredient which is budesonide; 

characterized in that the patient is instructed to inhale the composition on demand, as 
determined by the patient based on the patient's symptoms, as a treatment and to reduce the 
incidence of acute asthma attacks, when the patient experiences an increase in asthma symptoms.
